Carlson d <d discloses, a point-of-sale mechanism used to process a sales transaction 
capable of securely locking negotiable instruments within a compartment su lu pirwrui any 
attempts to interfere with the transaction. Some embodiments of the mechanism are disclosed to 
have capability of verifying personal checks.

Consequently, the "AuLliuriy-atlun Sei vice Speeds Rnss Checkouf 1 article docs not teach 
or suggest a drawee bank that performs verification. Specifically, the article dues nut Leach or 
suggest a drawee bank which i arrives transaction information from a switch computer, nor does 
the article teach a drawee computer of said drawee bank dial receives s*id imnsaetion 
information and is capable of performing conversion, verification and guarantee based upon said 
transaction information, as requited by claim 1 . 

M1CR Technology Helps Eliminate POS Check i'Yaud. Chain Stare Age Executive, September 

The *MICR Technology Helps Eliminate POS Check Fraud" article discloses a system 
for electronically authorizing checks at the point of sale iliruugli tlie. use. of MICR mmlcrs.
